The be- 
lievers point to famous men like Sir 
Oliver Iaxlgo and Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle and ask If persons with such 
highly trained and analytical minds 
are likely to lie deceived by mediums. 

Spiritualists say that whereas the 
ordinary person may be deceived by 
clover mediums, the trickery would 
quickly be unmasked by men of 
sclonce. 

It sounds reasonable to assert that 
nien of science who Uuvo made won- 
derful discoveries would not easily be 
token In — neither would they if they 
approached spiritualism with the eaiu-i 
open mind with which they approach 
tlioir scientific problems and make 
their scientific discoveries. 

Tho scientist la supposed to take 
.noihlng for grunted. Ho tests every- 
thing. Rut tho scientist who embraces 
spiritualism owing to the death of 
some loved one Is biased. That part 
oFlils brain which subjects everything 
’o keen analysis ceases to operate bo 
fur as Hplrltuullsm Is concerned. 

The fact that a scientist may be de- 
ceived In business Is surely proof that 
he may lie deceived over spiritualistic 
phenomena, i have deceived many 
scientists with my tricks, so I know 
they arc as gullible as ordinary folk.
